“Oh, I’m sorry, sir, I have the wrong 
number.” Harry Menken of Sikeston said 
that he hears this phrase about 25 times a 
day while on the job as a telephone operator 
for Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. in 
Sikeston. 
So, if you call the operator and a man 
answers, it may not be the wrong number. It 
may be the one man of 93 operators 
employed by the company’s Sikeston office. 
Menken is not the first male operator in 
Sikeston. From August to December of last 
year, the company had a male operator, Mrs. 
Mildred Pratt, chief operator, said. 
Menken also gets other comments, such 
as “Who are You?”, “What is this place?”, or 
“What are you doing on the phone?” He said 
that he must also put up with the drunks 
who call and make fun of him. “In general, 
everyone is surprised,” Menken said. 
When a woman is calling the operator, 
Menken said he often hears her put her hand 
over the mouthpiece and whisper, “It’s a 
man! It’s a man!” 
People also ask him if he is wearing a 
skirt, or if he has a cold, because his voice 
sounds hoarse. 
All these comments must be handled in a 
businesslike manner. “I let them (the callers) 
know by the tone of my voice that I don’t 
care 
about 
fooling 
around 
and 
they 
straighten out,” Menken said. “In general, 
most of the people are pretty nice,” he 
added. 


Why did he want to become a male 
operator? Well, it is a long story, Menken 
said. His mother- in- law has worked as an 
operator for 20 something years, Menken 
said. Her three daughters had taken the test 
to become operators, but flunked it, he 
added. 
“I told her that I could pass it. So I tried 
* it and I did pass it. Then I went to w ork,” 
Menken said. 
He added that he was a little skeptical 
about taking the job at first, but “once I 
started working here, I liked it.” 
Menken got out of the Navy in February 
and for two m onths worked for a sheet 
metal shop, but didn’t feel it paid enough. 
He began work as a telephone operator April 
23 and is very satisfied with the pay and 
working conditions. 
When asked if being an operator was 
hard, Menken replied, “ At first it is — it’s 
real hard; because ... I d o n ’t know ... I guess 
a woman has faster reflexes ... I know they 
d o .” He added, “T hey’re faster than I am, 
but most of them have worked here for a 
long tim e.”

The married man still has the best chance of success 
in business and industry, despite a liberalization of 
personnel policies, says Industry Week 
especially if

The magazine for managers reports that a study of 
6,000 men aged 45 to 54, by Dr. John Tropman of the 
University of Michigan’s School of Social Work, found 
that the married man’s prospects for upward job 
mobility are three times greater than those of divorced, 
separated or widowed men.

Here Comes RhymiiV Simon 


By MARY CAMPBELL

Paul Simon is emerging some 
more. He has a new album out, 
“There Goes Rhymin’ Simon, 
his second solo album since the 
breakup of Simon and Garfun­ 
kel, and he started his first 
tour in three years, his first as 
a solo, May 4-June 3, in 11 
cities; then to London. 
That’s going so well, Simon 
thinks he’ll do another tour in 
the fall. “ At the end of Simon 
and Garfunkel, it was all too 
big. The halls were too big and 
it was getting boring. 
“Then it was sort of begin­ 
ning again to start to develop a 
repertoire of songs that were 
closely associated with me and 
not just with Simon and Gar­ 
funkel. That takes time Now 
my program is kind of bal­ 
anced between my own albums 
and songs I wrote for Simon 
and Garfunkel. And partly it 
was fear, that I laid off so long. 
Once 
you 
get 
where 
you 
achieve some kind of strong 
popularity and you lay oft 
awhile, you start to get very 
afraid to go back.’’ 
Simon is pleased with the 
new album, on Columbia, which 
he also produced. “I wanted 
this album to be richer in 
voices than the last, which was 
sparse. 1 used the Dixie Hum­ 
mingbirds, a famous gospe 
group, and Maggie and Terre 
Roche, two friends, sang with 
me on ‘What a Sunny Day. lhe 
Rev. Claude Jeter, a well- 
known gospel singer, sang with 
me on ‘Take Me to the Mardi 
Gras.’ 
“ I really like to hear voices. 
I think voices will come back, 1 
don’t know if it is going to 
come this year, but Im sure 
sooner or later there will be a 
shift back to singing together 
as opposed to hearing a band 
together. 1 think there will be a 
shift away from the lead guitar 
as the lead instrument ot rocx 
‘n’ roll. I’m bored with scream­ 
ing electric guitars.’’

And partly it is part of the 
puzzle of making a record

scale. You’re not supposed to 
repeat yourself until you’ve 
used them all up. 
“ I think in certain ways writ­ 
ing in a lot of styles works to 
my disadvantage. I don’t think 
people have a clear picture of 
me. I think people did have a 
clear picture of Simon and Gar­ 
funkel.‘Scarborough F air’ was 
typical; 
pretty, sweetly sung 
harmonies. 
“I’m sure a lot of people 
were disappointed when it end­ 
ed, but it was the best possible 
thing to do. The frustrations of 
continuing a relationship that is 
not fruitful any longer but is 
enormously 
successful 
is 
a 
strain. We had different musi­ 
cal tastes and different ambi­ 
tions. When a group ends there 
is a little bit of rancor involved, 
it’s unavoidable, but with us 
there wasn't much, really. 
“ It starts out good and it 
traps you. You have something 
good and you get bored. You 
try and change and the public 
doesn’t want you to change. It’s 
happened to so many people. 
Simon says he got interested 
in Jamaican music in I967- “ I 
tried to capture it on ‘Why 
Don’t You Write Me?’ on the 
‘Bridge over Troubled Water 
album but I didn’t really get it 
The first time I really used it 


was on ‘Mother and Child Re­ 
union,’ my first solo album. I 
liked the beat. It’s simple, open 
music with a syncopated feel­ 
ing to it.’’ 


There’s a picture on the new 
album cover of Simon and his 
infant son in Jamaica. There’s 
also one of Simon a t-14. He’s 
now 31 and not very interested 
in most pop music, which he 
thinks is aimed at teen-agers 
instead of people his age. He 
thinks it’s one reason people his 
age are turning so much to 
1950s rock 
‘n’ 
roll 
revival 
shows. 


He doesn’t aim his writing 
specifically at an age group 
“You have to write what inter­ 
ests you. You can’t go looking 
for a market. Even the people 
who write bubblegum music 
must have some real feeling foi 
it. Most of it doesn’t sound pho­ 
ny to me, but it doesn’t interest 
me very m uch.” 
On the tour, Simon has the 
Jessy Dixon Singers and a 
South American group, Uru- 
bamba — two-thirds of the old 
IjOS Incas plus two more. 
“ It fascinates me to deal with 
very talented people that the 
public doesn’t really know. It’s 
not like dealing with super­ 
stars, yet they are enormously 
talented. I’m working with one 
of the most famous of all gos­ 
pel quartets but the general 
public doesn’t know any gospel 
quartets. 
“That’s not to say that super­ 
stars wouldn’t be really nice, 
too I never asked any to play 
with me. Part of the reason 
was em barrassment; I didn’t 
want to call them up and ask. 
“I think it’s a little bit in­ 
cestuous, 
everybody 
playing 
around with everybody else. 
It’s hard to maintain your iden­ 
tity. Everybody influences ev­ 
erybody, so you’re getting part 
of yourself back. 
“When the Dixie Hummingb­ 
irds sings, it is coming out pure 
Dixie

So, if you call the operator and a man 
answers, it may not be the wrong number. It 
m ay be the one man 
o f 93 operators 
em ployed by the com pany’s Sikeston office. 
Menken is not the first male operator in 
Sikeston. From August to December of last 
year, the com pany had a male operator, Mrs. 
Mildred Pratt, chief operator, said. 
Menken also gets other com m ents, such 
as “ Who are Y o u ?", “ What is this p lace?", or 
“ What are you doing on the ph on e?" He said 
that he must also put up with the drunks 
who call and make fun o f him. “ In general, 
everyone is surprised," Menken said. 
When a woman is calling the operator, 
Menken said he often hears her put her hand 
over the m outhpiece and whisper, “ It’s a 
m an! It’s a m an !" 
People also ask him if he is wearing a 
skirt, or if he has a cold, because his voice 
sounds hoarse. 
All these comm ents m ust be handled in a 
businesslike manner. “ I let them (the callers) 
know by the tone of my voice that I don ’t

m ost of the people are pretty nice," he 
added. 


Why did he want to become a male 
operator? Well, it is a long story, Menken 
said.

GET MARRIED 
The married man still has the best chance of success 
in business and industry, despite a liberalization of 
personnel policies, says Industry Week — especially if 
he’s over 30 and the job does not involve a lot of 
traveling. 
The magazine for managers reports that a study of 
6,000 men aged 45 to 54, by Dr. John Tropman of the 
University of Michigan’s School of Social Work, found 
that the married man’s prospects for upward job 
mobility are three times greater than those of divorced, 
separated or widowed men. 
Not the least of the things the married man has 
going for him is the conscious or unconscious bias of 
some companies, who still consider a husband and wife 
a “package.” A particular advantage of the married 
man over the single man is the former’s ability to 
handle informal contacts like home entertaining.

Here Comes RhymirT Simon

Paul Simon is em erging some 
more. He has a new album out, 
‘There do es Rhymin’ Simon,” 
his second solo album since the 
breakup of Simon and Garfun- 
kel, and he started his first 
tour in three years, his first as 
a solo, May 4-.June 3, in 11 
cities; then to Ixmdon. 
T hat’s going so well, Simon 
thinks he’ll do another tour in 
the fall. “ At the end of Simon 
and G arfunkel, it was all too 
big. The halls were too big and 
it was getting boring. 
“Then it was sort of begin­ 
ning again to start to develop a 
repertoire of songs that were 
closely associated with me and 
not just with Simon and G ar­ 
funkel. That takes time. Now 
my program is kind of bal­ 
anced between my own albums 
and songs I wrote for Simon 
and Garfunkel. And partly it 
was fear, that I laid off so long. 
Once 
you 
get 
where 
you 
achieve som e kind of strong 
popularity 
and 
you 
lay off 
awhile, you start to get very 
afraid to go back.” 
Simon is pleased with the 
new album , on Columbia, which 
he also produced. “ I wanted 
this album to be richer in 
voices than the last, which was 
sparse. I used the Dixie Hum­ 
mingbirds, a 
famous gospel 
group, and Maggie and Terre 
Roche, two friends, sang with 
me on ‘What a Sunny Day. The 
Rev. 
Claude Jeter, 
a 
well- 
known gospel singer, sang with 
me on ‘Take Me to the Mardi 
G ras.’ 
“ I really like to hear voices. 
I think voices will come back. 1 
don’t know- if it is going to 
come this year, but I’m sure 
sooner or later there will be a 
shift back to singing together 
as opposed to hearing a band 
together. I think there will be a 
shift aw ay from the lead guitar 
as the lead instrum ent of rock 
‘n’ roll. I’m bored with scream ­ 
ing electric guitars.” 
The 
Onward 
Brass 
Band 
recorded with Simon on “ Take 
Me to the Mardi G ras.” " I’d 
tell them to begin to play here 
and it should build here. Other­ 
wise, I let them do it. That is 
really why I have them; their 
strengths are what I want. 
"1 wanted different textures 
on the album , real people in­ 
stead of im itators, combining 


that with modern songs. 
“ I like the principal of varie­ 
ty. I think some things I’m bet­ 
ter at than others; I think I 
sing ballads better than I sing 
rhythm tunes, though the first 
single is a rhythm tune, ‘Ko- 
dachrome.’ 
“ But I have an interest in a 
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lot of different styles of writing. 
And partly it is part of the 
puz/.le of making a record — 
something 
like 
the 
12-tone 
scale. You’re not supposed to 
repeat yourself until you’ve 
used them all up. 
“ I think in certain ways w rit­ 
ing in a lot of styles works to 
my disadvantage. I don’t think 
people have a clear picture of 
me. I think people did have a 
clear picture of Simon and G ar­ 
funkel. Scarborough F air’ was 
typical; 
pretty, sweetly sung 
harmonies. 
“ I’m sure a lot of people 
were disappointed when it end­ 
ed, but it was the best possible 
Hung to do. The frustrations of 
continuing a relationship that is 
not fruitful any longer but is 
enormously 
successful 
is 
a 
strain. We had different m usi­ 
cal tastes and different am bi­ 
tions. When a group ends there 
is a little bit of rancor involved, 
it’s unavoidable, but with us 
there wasn't much, really. 
“ It starts out good and it 
traps you. You have something 
good and you get bored. You 
try and change and the public 
doesn’t want you to change. It's 
happened to so many people.” 
Simon says he got interested 
in Jam aican music in 19(17. “ I 
tru*d to capture it on 
Why 
Don’t You Write M e?’ on the 
‘Bridge over Troubled W ater’ 
album but I didn’t really get it. 
'Hie first time I really used it 


was on ‘Mother and Child Re­ 
union,’ my first solo album. I 
liked the beat. It’s simple, open 
music with a syncopated feel­ 
ing to it.” 


There’s a picture on the new 
album cover of Simon and his 
infant son in Jam aica. T here’s 
also one of Simon a t . 14. He’s 
now 31 and not very interested 
in most pop music, which he 
thinks is aim ed at teen-agers 
instead of people his age. He 
thinks it’s one reason people his 
age are turning so much to 
1950s 
rock 
‘n’ 
roll 
revival 
shows. 


He doesn’t aim his writing 
specifically at an age group 
“ You have to write what inter 
ests you. You can’t go looking 
for a m arket. Even the people 
who write bubblegum music 
must have some real feeling foi 
it. Most of it doesn’t sound pho 
ny to me, but it doesn’t interesl 
me very m uch.” 
On the tour, Simon has the 
Jessy Dixon 
Singers and a 
South American group, Uru- 
bam ba — two-thirds of the old 
Ids Incas plus two more. 
“ It fascinates m e to deal with 
very talented people that the 
public doesn’t really know. It’s 
not like dealing with super­ 
stars, yet they are enormously 
talented. I’m working with one 
of the most famous of all gos­ 
pel quartets but the general 
public doesn’t know any gospel 
quartets. 
“ That’s not to say that super­ 
stars wouldn’t be really nice, 
too. I never asked any to play 
with me. Part of the reason 
was em barrassm ent; I didn’t 
want to call them up and ask. 
‘1 think it’s a little bit in­ 
cestuous, 
everybody 
playing 
around with everybody else. 
It’s hard to m aintain your iden­ 
tity. Everybody influences ev­ 
erybody, so you’re getting part 
of yourself back. 
“ When the Dixie Hummingb­ 
irds sings, it is coming out pure 
Dixie 
Hummingbirds. 
They 
don’t know m e; their children 
or grandchildren might. But 
they’re very interested to see 
what is going on 
and how 
you’re doing it and happy to be 
part of something that is popu­ 
lar. They’re people of great 
musical ability who never at­ 
tained any significant amount 
of attention or money." 
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
